ding thofe manifold and inauotdable teftinzonies pro- 
ducedin the fame A pologie,for the better fupporta- 
tion of [uch offers as are therein moft fencerely propoit- 
ded, anddoe yet ref? at alltime; (wponreafonable con- 
dictions) to be as royallie performed, doe neuerthelefse 
without all wit,reafon, or humanitic,not.onely make a 
queftion of the poffibility of chem, but aseccupying the 
Seats.cf Iudgement wheras foome of them hane asyet 
binfoarfelie Scauengers inthe Warde many of them 
not yet come toa face of Foines, moft of themunder- 
ftanding no more Latine then Nouerint vniuerh,azd 
none of them able to. moderate.a Logique queftionin 

the Sophifters [chooles,) bane both wtterlie SAHERES 

: B them 
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them in their owne conceipts, and prowounced their 
fatal [entence upon the, inthe midft of much facke 
ugar. Yet herein I muft of neceffttieallowe of their 
crane wifedoms, who being not able to rule their rajh 
and riotows tounges,haue alwaies fhewed fo great a 
goucrnment ouer their dep purfes, as that at al 
times when the question came to be tried by any round 
wager (which hath beene oftentimes offered them in 
my behalfe, and {hal ftil bee maintained in defpight of 
their'ignorance) they haue prefentlie fhifted them- 
Selues by an Apoftrophe to anew matter, as ifthey had 
Spokenunawares they knew not what. 

Now L fee that faying of Hierome tobe verified 
in our daies. Niltam facile ,quam otiofum et dormi- 
entem de aliorum labore & vigilijs difputare. There 
és nothing faith Hierome) more eafie then for him 
that is idle and fluegifh bimfelfe, to argue and reafon 
upon other mens labours and watchings. But to leaue 
thefe leaden dagcers with their golden fheathes to the 
Cutlers thops, where they would make a goodlic fhew, 
if they were hung upina Michaelmas Terme, let vs 
fee (fince the former ages hawe brought forth andper- 
fected, fo manie rare and ineftimable inuentions for 
the ufe and benefit of man) what caufe we baue to de- 
[paire in our wits who are alreadie ful fraught & fur- 
‘nilhed with their indnftrious labors, and yet haue the 
benefit and aduantace of our owne conceiptes to mul- 
tiplie al thofe learned lines which they hane left behind 
ibe . Why then fhould we think fo bafelte of our felues 
and our times? Are the pathes of the auncient Philo- 
fophers [o worne out or ouergrown with weeds, that no 
tract or touch therof remaineth in our daies whereby to 
trace or follow them? or be their labyrinths [oiatricate, 
that no Ariadnes thread wil wind him out that is once 
eh 
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entred? Icannot think,much lefee beleeue, that Nature 

hath dealt fo niggardly with al the world befides, as fir ft 

to make her fraples ana forehoufes of skill and learning, 

onely within Aceypt or Greece, and then alfo tocut off al 
trade and traffique with them fromall other Nations. 

Nayrather, wly fhould not little England (whofe An- 

gli are focalled quali Angeli ia the opinion of fom that 

are learned, and for whofe good, the greatand mizhtic 

Ichouair, hath opened cuen the windowes of Heauen and 
powred downe fuch plentie of his richeft ble{fings) fecke 

toraunge her felfeimthe foremoft rankes and troupes of 
allMineruaes crew, and not onlie reach with avictort- 

ous arme at the golden ficece,indefpicht of all the fierie 

Buls of Theflaly,butal/o wre/t and wring the vittoric, 

euen out of the vigfors hands. 

And were it the good will and pleafure of her moft fa- 
cred Maieftie (who with a most princelie and profpe- 
roushand, hath hitherto borne up hir fiwordand fcepter 
inde/pight of alther forrenand domestical foes) to pro- 
pound fome liberall ftipende for all fuch of her ingenious 
Subiects as fhould bring forth any profitableor rare par- 
ticular, for the general good of his prince and Country, I 
would hopeto feeanew reuolution of the firft golden age, 
ana that fome Polydor would be forced to writea Hie 
volume of new Englifh Authors, which fhould make the 
antient Poetical Gods to be their feiles, andtoyeeldevp 
both their crownes and Scepters unto them, But now I 
may iufilie faievnto England,o thou little Ifland, were 
either thy manife/t wants, or thy fecret and hidden tre- 
fares fufficientlie knowne vnto thy felfe, thou wouldeft 
then as earneftly embrace the one, as thou dooft now in- 
fenjiblie paffe ouer the other : yeathou shouldft neither 
enuie Spainefor bir riches nor flatter her for her com- 
sodities nor feare her for all the inuincible Nauies that 
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(he could prepare and fet forth againft thee. dare boldly 
fay and-conjtantlie affirm, that as our country dooth af~ 
foord many carefull fatbersthat dailie performtheirbeft 
chdeuours forthe weale publike, aed many herotcall and 
martial menswhofe vidaumted corages bane Jufficient- 
ly manife (ted them/elues, both at home e abroad; fo yet 
there remaine afecret number of choice wits,who being 
fillfraught of more neceffarie,yea more inualuable com- 
uaatties, then either the Eaft or meft Indies are able to 
affoord,are nenerthelesforcedto.confume their daiesin 
melancholie > almoft tothe hazard of their foules,) to 
burie their talentsin the bottomles pit of obliuton. Sed 
uid ego hae vobis nequidquam' ingrata reuoluo ? 
ies dabit,quod diesnegat. Andtherel will caft my 
anchor for this time. Now tothe fubicct we haneinhad. 
It may feem amatter right ftraunge and admirable to 
althe excellent Artifis of ovr age,that ayong Noueffe in 
the {choolsof Philofophie,a flender Huskandman inthe 
rights andcibture of the ground,aman of cinilleducati. 
on,that hath drawn thelonge/t line of ha life within the 
liftsand limits of Londons |hould now (inthe/e florifhing 
though unremarded daies of skibex knowledge, & after 
[o.many editions of fur excelent Authors concerning 
the fame fubicch prefumetobring forth avolume ofnew 
inuentias,whofe houelty might delight the delicat eares 
of afew andwhofe profitable practife might fufficiently 
fatisfie both the labor and-expectation of many thoufads. 
But when\tcoufider. vith my felfe, thatthe God of Na- 
ture and kiowleage hixhéea tt pleafethimfelfeto vfehis 
ownmeanes ius boundse voagesprofefion, oreffatesand 
that the be ft witsofour tivesace fallen. into adeep flum- 
beryorcdther intandeadly flecpe; by, anexce/Sine dofe-of 
Anodinun f{pecificum nbichtheybane greedy fival- 
lomedthat thejunight the bestexpalfe oner thefe imngrate 
r ra full, 
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fulland barbarous dates inextream filence and oblinion, 
Lam the bolder Lfay (taking the aduantage of the time; 
and being viged by the great & manifold wantes of my 
country,that dayly prefent themfelucs, ex cal and cry for 
help at their hands;whohane or can find out any meanes 
of /wecor orrelecfe)to offer and prefent unto my country 
among | many other delightfuland pleafing experimets, 
fome profitable practifes both of Art and Nature, and a- 
mona ft thofe,fome being alfo of fuch kind and qualitie as 
might beft ‘fort the mot painfull, the moft poore,and the’ 
moft nece{farie members of this land, that therby Imight 
bring that good and commendable purpofe of Virgill te 
fome meafure of perfection, v~quamuis auido parerent 
arua Colono, and fo conclude alfo with the Poet, Gra- 
tum opus Agricolis. For what cie doth not pitty to fee 
the great weaknes and decay of our ancient and common 
mother the earth, which now us grown foaged & ftriken 
in yeares,er fo wounded at the hart with the ploughmas 
goad,that foe beginneth to faint vnder the husbandmans 
Phi groueth atthe decay of hir natural Balfamu. 
For whofe good health andrecoueric, and for the better 
comfort of fundry imple and needie farmors of this land, 
Thane partly vadertaken thefe ftrange labors altogither 
abhorring from my profe [i0;that they might both know 
andpractife [ome farther fecrets in their husbandry; for 
the better manuring of their leane and barren groundes 
with fomenew forts of marle not yet knowne, or not [uf- 
ficientlie regaxded by the beft expericnced men of our 
dates; or the moft.veligious. woxlhippers of the Goddcfle 
Ceres. Iniwhich diftoarfe,as the ruftical people & plain 
clouted fhooes.fhal happily find fom varietic of forle 1 {x- 
dry places where their ordinary duag doth faile them, fo 
thofe which are ingenious may eather philofopbical mat 
tenenough;to ftirre vp their fharpewitsto abigher con- 
| ‘ 3 templation: 
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remplation of Nature,thenthe bare letter dooth import. 
And becaufe neither Albertus Magnus, Alexis of 
Piemont,Cardarus, Mizaldus, Baptifta Porta,Firo- 
uanta, zor the refi ofthat Magical crew, nor yet VV ic- 
kerus, that painefull gatherer.and difpofer of them all, 
fhould here be obtected as a matter of terror unto alnew 
profefors of rare c profitable inuentions, I haue thoght 
good (for the better fatisfaction of the wifer fort) in a 
word or tyro to fet downe fome of the wants of thofe an- 
cient Auihors (for what one man could ener attaine toal 
things in their fulperfection) which no doubt are left for 
the Neotericiand later writers of our age to [upply & 
furnifh. Firft of al I doo find the moft of thefeA uthors 
in Latine,French,or Italran,wherby the vulgar fort of 
pecple, who have moft need of fome profitable inuentions 
tohelpe them, can not pofsiblie put them inprattife,al- 
though al which they haue written had bin true. Second 
le for that Ithink that moft of their friendesand follow- 
ers( although good Latinifts )doonowwe at length fufpect 
and charge many of them with much untruth in their 
beft and moft efpectallreceipts although in matters of or- 
dinarie diftillation,{ublimation,calcination,cxc.of their 
cAr/[enick,eA ntimonie, Mercurie,anathe ref of the 
Jeuen bodies in their violent maners,andfor thofe grofe 
ules wherin they are moft emploied,as alfoin their hand 
ling of bewties, coulours,perfumes, and {uch like ,manie 
of them haue dealt faithfully enough, although not fo ful 
lie, but that they may well endure fome newe additions 
both inmatter & inthe maner of their difcourfe.Third 
Lie, fome of them haning written diuers particularsonly 
by atheorical and (peculatine kind of contemplation,and 
not drawne from the infallible grounds of prattife, haue 
publifhed whole Volumes by imagination onely, in their 
prinate ftudies, which when they come to be tried either 
ts in 
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in the glowing forge of Vulcan,they vanijh into {moake, 
or to be committed to the earth the common mother of al 
inferiour creatures they bring forth nothing elfe but or- 
dinary fruit,not anfivereable either to their promifes or 
to our expectations. Others are fo affronomicallie con- 
ceiptedin their rare and admirable magisteries, which 
they intreat of as that if the practifer being very religi- 
gious both inthe letter ana fenfe, & yet not performing 
the fecret when hee hath doone his beft they would per- 
fwade vs that he hath not made his true election of the 
feafon andplanetarie honre wherin to actuate fo great a 
myfterie. But the beft and moft approouedeA uthors of 
the reft,haue written al their learned experiments fo fi- 
guratinelie,and wrapped them vp in fuch clouds of skill 
(and that maketh them fo often to tel vs,Scribimus no- 
bis & Philofophis, fcribimus filijs artis, calhng their 
minerals by the name of Aurumnoftrum, mercurius 
nofter,{tibium noftrum,&c )as that no man, without a 
manuel maifter that may euen lead him by the hand tho- 
rough al their riddles, able either to make the fvecte 
cile ofA ntimonie,or to dulcifie Mercurie as it ought 
to be,or to bring any mettal to be medicinable by making 
it irreducible toit felfe. Here hence it commeth to pafse 
| that the moft part of our chimical and paracelfian pratti- 
| fers,not being able to open thofe faft locked bodies of the 
mettals,wherby to make them by many rotations fo vola- 
tile as they ought,do therefore gine them inthetr groffe 
Natures, with their earthy and poifoned parts,not bee- 
ing able to make atrue and philofophicall diuifion of the. 
eA nd yet perfirade themfelues,that they haue greathe 
profited in Hermes (chool,bicanfe they are able to make. 
Oleum fulphuris,Oleum vitrioli;Aores & vitrum an- 
timonij, Flores fulphuris,crocum Martis, avd mante 
forts of precipitate and cflatea Borax Beams 
1ey 
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their Anodinu {pecificum, but wanting both Oleum 
folis and the oile of Pearle and Goral, which confidering 
the maligne qualitie both of Opium and arora 
without thofehelpers,1 knowe not with what warrant 
they dare minifter the fame fo often as they doe. Seeing 
then,that al thefe ancient & new dMagicians( notwith- 

ftanting their findious endenorserineftimable expence 
both of time and treafure )durftnener asyetprefume to 
vale out that olde enuied fentence Plura Jatent quam 
patent, being written incapitall letters, by the hande of 
Nature,euen inthe forhead of the leaft and meéaneft of al 
her creatures, Why should not I,hauing fpent{om of my. 

fwreeteft hours in reading .c> many of them in coference, 

and more in practife, but moft of alin contemplation, in 
regard of al my charge c traucl aduenture as-boldlie as 
the reft,to commend the flowers of my yeuth,io the cour- 
teous view of al well difpofed Readers, who may either to 
their great good make ufe of mylabors,if they haue beene 
welbeffowed,or clfe by my example learn to employ both 
their wittes and tumein a cour[e more commendable for 
themfclucs,and more profitable for their Countrey. Yet

WE made,either round or fquare,that

AP lor fruit which youmeane tokeep, 
in eutrie of which fourmes place 
©. one flower, Cherrie, Plomme; or 
==Peare , hanging by the ftalke in 
{uch maner asit grew, let thefe fourmes be wellfitted 
with their apt couers , and fodered verie clofe with 
fafte Soder which willrunne with a fmall heate,foas 
no aire enter,bury them deep in a fhady place,whete 
the Sunne may worke nospenetration, Some com- 
mendafandie,andfome a grauellie ground,aboue all 
other for this purpofe , but if they be well fodered , I 
thinke any ground wil ferue the turne,or if you think 
good, you may hang them bylinesin fome coole 
and running brooke. Or elfe you may put euery 
feuerall fruit or fowerin his feuerall earthen pot well 
C leadsd 
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leaded within,and couered with earthen couers,well 
burnt & leaded likewife, cementing or clofing them 
togither with the Goldfmiths waxe or cement,con- 
fitting of ftone-pitch, rofen,powder of bricke, and 
fuch like (although fome content themfelues with 
molten Brim{tone,and others with yellow waxe and 
rofen,molten and well wrought togither.) Thefe litle 
pots you mutt place within greater,andthefe greater 
within veflels of wood, ftopping vp euerie breathing 
place that you can imagine(for here 7can affure you 
that the aire will bea player, vnleffe youcan keepeit 
out ofthe Alley perforce.) If you would afterwardes 
burie thefewoodden veffels,then wereit requifite to 
pitch chem well, both within and without: but if you 
maeane to place them onely in coole and frefh vaults, 
or Sellers, then may you veriewell {pare this defen- 
fatiue,fo asthecaske be ftrongand tight of it felf. Yet

Glaffes made of purpofe for them, to be the beft ofall 
others, {0 as the Glaffes bee made with long neckes, 
and bee nipped ( hermetice) with apaire of whote 
tongs, the maner whereof you fhall find hereafter fet 
downe zum.100, Idarenot commend in aniehigh 
tearmes,the dipping of fruite in wax well tempered 
with fome Turpentine, Pitch, Rofen, fweete {uet, or 
Barrowes greace: where alfo fome woulde haue the 
fruit firft wrappedin paper,to keepeitthe cleaner,al- 
though I know thereis fomewhat to bee performed 
this way in fome kinds of fruit which begin to rot fr 
che outward partes inwardly. But ifthe fruit begin to 
rot firtt atthe Core/as the Katherin peare,and divers 
other forts of fruit doe) then all the outwarde couers 
and enclofures whatfoeuer (yea though they were 
dipped in diffolued Ambre which is counted the ae 
re 


reftand moft defenfatiue garment of all the reft) will 
neuer beable to turne Nature out ofher bias. Here 
alfo fome fharpe wittes haue imagined that iffpirit of 
wine wel rectified,wereglutted with thimbibition of 
anie fower,vntill it coulde worke no more vpon the 
fame, thatthereby it were poffible to preferue anie 
flower of the fame kiinde,along time therein.Burt this 
isto bee vnderftoode onely oi the drie leanés which 
bring nothing elfe butthe Tinéture and ftrength of 
thehearbewiththem, and not ofthe moift leaues 
which willleauea putrifying phlegme behind them, 
which in time will helpe to corrupt the fpirit. Nowe 
me thinkes I feea whole troupe of gallant dames at- 
tending with their liftning cares, orrather longing 
with their great bellies,tolearnefome newfound skil, 
how they may play at chopcherrie,wh€ cherrie time 
is pa(t. Wel, to gine thefe Ladies fome content, Twill 
vnfolde a feroule which I hadlong fince as carefully 
wrapped vp aseuer any of the Sybels didtheir fatall 
prophefies, wherein I will makethem as cunningas 
my felfe(fauing onelie that I will referue one ftrange 
venue to foilea fcholler withal iftieed be.) The fecret 
is fhort, let one element be included within another, 
fo as the one may haue no accefle nor participate 
withthe other. But this paraduenture is too philofo- 
phical for women. Then receine it Ladies with plaine 
tearmes into your open lappes. For want of Glafles 
with broade skirts (whereof notwithftanding I doe 
thinke there are inough to bee had if you can bee fo 
gracious with mafter lacob of the Glafhoufe) caufe 
new Pewter veflels of fomelarge content to be made 
and of the fafhion of bell Saltfellers,with diuerfe eies 
orhookes hangingin the infide, at the which you 
mutt faften the Cherries, by their ftalkes , and hang

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them fo as thatone maie not touch an other’, the.

downe num. 5. lealt by putrifaction of the water, 
the Cheiryes alfo beginne to putrifie vvithit. Yer 
heere you mutte. bee carefull that the Cherryes 
hang within the ayre of thefe inner Veflelles, not 
touching the Water, which may happilie rife one 
inche or fomewhat more within the innermoft 
skirtes of them. And thus the ayre beeing kept 
coolec, and defended from chaunge (vvhofe altera- 
tion from heate to colde, and from. moyfture to 
drinefle, is the principall meanes of the ruinating 
of all mortall bodies) will preferue fuch Cherryesas 
it receyueth in charge for two whole Moneths at 
the leaft as I hane long fince prooued. And per- 
aduenture if you. make choyfe of founde fruite ga- 
thered after two or three fayre dayes togither, the 
deaw being fufficientlie drawne from them by the 
Sunne, you may yet keepe them fomewhatlonger. 
Butthe onely pleafure of this fecrete is perfourmed 
in Glaffes through whofe perfpicuitie after fome 
reafonable quantitie of water firftremooued or deui- 
ded, one may difcerne weekely in what plight they. 
are, It feemeth very probable,that if Cherries as they 
hang vppon their braunches, and before they come 
to their full maturitie were included in an eatthen 
veflell offome receipte, hauing a partie couer with a 
holeinthe middeft, deuidedinto two equall partes, 
and enerie breathing place well {topped orluted, and 
the Sunne fuflaciently defended from the Pench ae 

the 
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the fruit wouldkeepe frefha long time vpon the tree 
whereon it groweth. This fecrete extendeth general 
lie to all fruite. And it is not much vniike to the 
{preading of'a Tent ouer a Cherrie tree about four- 
teene dayes or three weeks before the Cherries were 
ripe, practifed by a Surrey knight not many yeares fi 
thence, whereby he did greatly backward the tree in 
his bearing now and then watering the tent ina fun- 
nie day with coldewater, whereby the ftrength of 
the Suftbeames became verie weeake vpon the tree, 
and when he was difpofed to ripen them {peedily, he 
withdrew the vaile,giuing a freer paflage to the hote 
and {corching beames of Phoebus. By the helpe of 
fome one of thefe, or of fonre other of the like kinde 
and qualitie itwas my happe to prefent vito fir lohn 
Allet L. Maior of the Citie of London 8.greene and 
frefh Artichokes vponthe twelfe day,with a {core of 
frefh Orenges, which [had kept from Whitfuntide 
then laft paft,at which time I was alfo furnifhed with 
200. Artichokes for mine owne prouifion, which 
continued aferuice at my table all helent enfuing, to 
the greatcontentment of fundry of my gheftes who: 
would hauebinright gladto haue dined with the fe- 
cretonely. Itmay be that at my next inpreffion I will 
impart the fame, as alfo the true & perfect ordring of 
the rofe tree, whereby wee may haue the flowers to 
bud and blow whenall otherrofes hauemade an end 
of bearing, Which conclufion I haueinferted'in my 
conceyted booke of gardening , wherein [ haue fet

lie conueyed within the concaue fupetficies there- 
of, and the ftoneit felfe neatly polifhed yvithin and 
without, will giuea linelie reprefentation to the eye 
of him that weareth it,of all fuch Cardes as his com- 
anions which are nexte him doe holde in their 
andes, efpeciallie ifthe owner thereof doe take the 
vpper ende of the Table for his place, and leaning 
nowe and then on hiselbowe, or ftretching out his 
arte, doe applie his Ring aptlie for thepurpofe. I 
haue difcouered this fecret rather to difcorage yong 
Nouefles from Card-play , who by one experiment 
may eafily ghefle,how maniefleights & coufonages, 
are dayly practifed in our dicing and gaming houfes, 
not doubting but that the general publication there, 
of wil make the fame fo familiar with almen,as that] 
fhall not iuftly be charged of anieto hauetaughtold 
knaues newe {choole-pointes. This fecreteisas yet 
meerly French, but it had beene long fince either 
denized or made Englith, ifthere coulde haue beene 
found any fufficient workman amongftvs,that could 
haue 
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hauefoyled the {tone fo artificially.as it oughtto bee. 
There be fome Englifh knights that can {ufficiently 
teftifie the truth hereot by that which they hauefeen 
amongft the French gamiters.

Jets, vvhich vvith a {mall heate are foone parted in 
funder. Butifyou vvould carrie coine, then dip your 
| Angels or Crovynesin molten Lead that is not ouer 
hote,and conuey them artlie vvithin fome {mall and 
feate Leadenvveightes, that may agree vvith the .4- 
ner de Poiz. Some commende the povvder of Mar- 
le mingled with mo!tenrofen to lap angels or other 
coine in, before it bethrough cold. There be aifo di- 
nerfe philofophicall vvayes forthe fecretting of Saf 
and Lava,but thofe arereferued for higher purpofes.

M Ake aftrong Brine, fo asthe Water bee ouer- 
olutted with falt, and beeing fcalding hote, per- 
boyle therein the fovvle or.fleth which you would 
preferue fome reanafoble time, thatis to fay,accor- 
ding to the greatnes and grofneffe therot, then hang 
it vp ina conuenient place,and it will laft a fufficient

would not much offend either the taft or ftomach)it 
would preferue it much morethen the bare prepara- 
tion ofthe water will doein the aforefaid maner. Sir 
Fraunces Drake that Spanish fcourge & «Magne 
[pes altera Troiz, who hath fought forall the helpes 
which he might, either in his water or his victual,for 
the better comfort and reliefe of his Mariners, in one 
ofthe laft conferences which IL had with him, did af- 
fure me, that the moft putrified and offenfiue wvater 
that could happenat the fea, would by 24. howers 
agitation or rolling vp and downe, becom fweet and 
good beuerage. And Captaine Plat in whome fir 
Frances Drake for his good partes did alwaie repofe 
great truftand confidence, did vfuallie carrie certein 
Jong and thicke peeces oftheetlead with him,which 
he would caufeto bee hanged by lines atthe bung- 
hole euen to the verie center of the veflel, wherby he 
did attraét much of the fecicall part of the water,and 
the Leades would become very flimietherwith, This 
he did with often change and iteration, alwaies clen- 
fing the leades as they grew filthie,and fo with much 
adoo,he found the water a great deale more se 
then 
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thenbefore. Thefefewe conceiptes I haue thought 

ood to impart for the benefit ofthe whole Nanie of 
Eaeand, fas the which I haue prouided more dain- 
tie cates,then it hath been hitherto acquainted with 
all, Zdoe onlie keepe them in my breatft, vntill an ho- 
neft purueyor may bee rewarded with fome honeft 
pencion.

be hs divers that haue contented themfelues,ta 
feed and fatten them with graities onelie, whereof 
they haue made a great benefit vnto themfelues; b 
reafon of the eafy price for which they are fold.But if 
you take the TARE of beafts, wherofy Butchers make 
no great reckoning, filling ftone pottes therewith, 
whofe couers may bee full of fuch holes, as thatthe 
flefh flies in fommer time, may eafilie get in and out 
at the fame, you fhall finde the bloud by meanesof 
the flie-bloes.and putrefa ion together,wholie con- 
verted into white and glib worms (which the anglers 
call Gentils) which willfatten them exceedinglie; & 
make them eate moft ‘tenderlie. “A Durch manthat. 
firft practifed this fecret ina Noble mannes houfe of 
England, (whofe fowle for the tenderneffe of their 
flefh;was highlie commended ofall his gheftes) had 
a yearclie ftipend.of wentie nobles conferred vppoti 
him by his Lord, during his naturall life, for the diz 
courte of the fecret: Yet I couldewithe, thatthefe 
wormes did firft{coure themfelues; either in moffe; 
lome, or bran, before they were {catred amongft the 
fowle: And ifnotwithftanding this helpe, the foode 
{hall feeme offenfine to our weake ftomaches, efpe- 
ciallie being made acquainted therwith before hand, 
then receiue the fame ina better form and ina fwee- 
ter manner at my handes, who haue alwaies defired 
to giue allthe grace which I might to anyfecret- of 
good vie. Boile this bloud with fome ftore of branne 
amongelt 
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amonttit (perhaps graines may fuffice, but bran is 
the better } vntilitcome tothe natureand fhape of a 
bloudpudding, & therewith feed your foulgfo fatas 
you pleafe, and this wil be both awholfom &aclen- 
ly feeding forthem. Som commend, carrots, turnips, 
Parfenips and pompeons,fir{tfodden and then fome 
bran or courfe pollard mingled therewith.

SF GRite your minde at large on the one fide ofthé 
paper with common inke, and onthe other fide 
with milck,that which you woulde haue {ecret, and 
when you would make the fame legible, holde that 
fide which is‘writren with inke to the fire , andthe 
milckie letters wil fhew blewifh on the other fide. Or 
elfe rule two papers:of one bigneffe with lines of an 
equal diftance,makethe one ful of glafsewindowes, 
through which you muft write your mind vpona fe- 
"ala cond 
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cond paper,thé fil vp the fpaces with fome other idle 
swords; butifallwere made to hang togitherin good 
fenfe it would carrie the lefle fufpition. Each friend . 
mutt haue one of thefe cut papers to read all firch let. 
ters as fhaibe fent vnto him, & this maner of writing 
will troublea good deciphererto bring into perfect 
fenfe. Alfo you may firlt write an ordinary letter that 
may carry fome good fenfe to your friend, but letthe 
lines be wide afunder. T hen betwene thefe lines write 
your fecret letter with gall water onely wherein the 
auls haue bin infufed buta {mall ume(foritatteryou 
Eke writté therwith there be any fenfible colour left 
behinde vponthe paper, you muft throw away that 
water and make new.)

Butyetthe fineft 
conceited way ofallthereftin my opinion, isy clofe 
cariage ofa letter withina lawne or Cambricke ruffe 
or handkirchief, which a man may weare for his ne- 
ceffary vfe without the defacing of any one letter c6- 
tained therein. And this ferueth moft fitly foraloue- 
letter,which may withoutall fufpitié of friends be €a- 
fily prefentedina hakirchieftoany gentlewoma that 
ftandeth well affected to her fecretary. There is alfoa 
redy way without changing of the Alphabetto write 
ones mind {peedily vpon paper, & yet the fame not 
to be deciphered without the helpe ofarolling pinne 
of the fame fcantling with that whereon it was firft 
| written,

And no maruelthen if wormwood norwithfta- 
ding it be a fimplefo highly comended ofall the an- 
ciét & new Herbarifts for his great & fingular efle&s 
in phyfick, bein a maner vtterly abandoned ofall the 
brewers of out time (except a few y can make a diffe- 
rence betweene 5.s. and 5.li. charge when hops are 
fold for 50.s. the hundred , feeing as yet notany one 
of them hath fo clarkly wrought vpon this fimpleas 
to couer & hide the tafte therof,from y wel mouthed 
Ale-connets of our cmon wealth. Which weaknes 
of theirs becaufe it confifteth wholly inthe want ofa 
due proportion betwenie the mault & other beercorn 
inrefpe& of wormwood, I haue thought good to fet 
downe a fifficient direction, for {uch as are wife and 
willing to doe good both to themfeluesand to their 
Countrie , whereby they may eafily euen in one 
dayes practize attaine to the full perfection thereof 
Suppofing 
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Suppofing then that your VWormewood is either 
cut deve in the leaf before it be feeded, or being fee- 
ded thar it is cut into {hort peeces, whereby there 
may be made an equall' mixture of the whole bulcke 
togither (for youmutt note that the feeded toppes 
are much {trongerand more oyly thenthe reft of the 


leaues or ftalkes) make firft a decoction of foure oun-

gersto come, to publifh the fame. Caufe then avef- 
fell either of Lead, Pewter , Latten, or Copper to

bours,a man would wonder from whence fuch great 
varieti¢ of iugling (hould growe or fpring, and howe 
thefe plaine fellowes that neuer read their Grammer,

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ro gain ¥ more credit withthe marchants,:wherbya 
man ofthefe fingle gifts, mightnot be feared or. mi- 
ftrufted of his flight, which both he & his companio 
were dailie practifing, andin the ende finding good 
opportunitie they putthe fame in executionleauing 
them that had moftneed to blow atthe cole. I doo 
verelie beleeue that ifthe old D. of Florence wete:a- 
fiue againe,he would haue ourbidden the marchants 
for this fecret, whofe diftillatorie veflels,furnaces, & 
other chimicall inftrumentes, were all of flueras I 
hauc heard itoften reported. But now, to-gitie afew 
Items more againft thele Impoftors, beforeL con: 
clude, Leteuery manthat is befotted inthis Artjand 
dependeth whollie vpon other mens practifes (hime 
felfe not beeing futficiemie acquainted with thof¢ 
greatand hidden Maximes of nature) take heedalfo 
ofall falfe and double bottomes in Crufibles, of all 
hollowe wafdes or roddes of yrons wherewith fome 
of thefe varlettes doe vic coftirre the mettall and the 
anedicine together, of -all Amalgames or Powders, 
wherein.any Goldeor Siluer fhall bee craftilie con 
ueyeds of Sol or Luna, firlt rubified and then projec: 
tion made yponit, asifitwerexppon Venus hirfelfe: 
but, {peciallie of a falfe backe tothe Chimney oxfur- 
nace, having aloofe bricke or {tone clofely ioynted, 
that may-bee taken awaie in an other Roome.by a 
falfe Sinon that,attendeth. onely the Alchimiltes 
hemme, or fome other fuch like watch-worde, who 
after the medicineandthe. Mercurie puttogetheria 
the Crufible, enterteineth Balbinus witha walkand 
with thevolubilitie of his toung, vatil his;confede- 
rate may haue leyfirre enough to.conuey fome Gold 
_or Siluer,into:the melting: potte, whichwere able: 
do-deceiue che beftfighted Argus inthe wotld,,'\.

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«By thelefewe legerdemaynes, | hope many thou- 
fandes will be fufficientlie warned, of thefe wandring 
&croguing Alchitmifts,who fince the death of Cuc- 
kow,Stannie,and Feates, and the reftof that rable, 
ate becoine the verie Iuglers of the Lande, yea inf- 
nitelie woorfe thanthey : For that our auncient Jug- 
Jerswould fhewe all their iugling trickes for a groat 
ora Teaftern, and though nowe and then they made 
fheweto tranfnuté filuer into Counters, or money 
out of one mannes hande intoan-others, yetin the 
ende,euery manreturned with the Coine which he 
broughtin his purffe againe, whereas thefe Rafcalles 
doe not onelieconuert other mennes moniewhole- 
lieinto their owne purfes, but procurealfo a great 
loffeandexpence oftime, which might haue beene 
many waies better, but no way worfe employed,and 
can neuer bee redeemed againe.. Whereforeto 
conclude: with Petrarch, Dic vtea bi preftet que 
promsittit aliis,primumaque [usm pellativopiam.

turne yourfelfe;ifyou happen tobe within gun-fhot. 
For there be certein wilde fpirits within, who,canin- 
dure no imprifonment, butifthey canfind:nowaie, 
they will make waie, bearing out before them\both 
locke, bolt, and hinges, and yet they are fuchas the

Then poure all theli- 
quors through a great woollen cloth bagge, and fo 
the filth will remaine behinde in the bagge , then 
boyle theliquor againe , tillit beeripe » which you 
fall knowe by taking two.or three droppes of theli- 
quor and putting them vppona plate. of coldeyron, 
letting it coole; which when it:1s.congealed a little 
like falt, or as'a*meane betweenefirruppe and hard 
Sugar, then takethelyquourfrom the Presid poure 
out the fame into the earthem Potte or Moldes made 
for the fame purpofe , hauinga holein the fmaller 
ende which mutte bee {topped for one night after,

the broade endesof the Potte over therewith, and 
as thar Claye {i keth downe. by reafon of the 
fhrinking othe Sgar, Hill them Vp with more Clay, 
repeating the \dooing thereof till the Sugar fhrinke 
no more. ‘Then’ aie the’ Sugar-loanes out of the: 
Moldes., and puirthenin’a Stouejtillthey bee drie: 
and harde, ed. after binde them vppe in Papers ac- 
cordingto Arte,Note that if the Sugar after the firft: 
boyling ,and beeing powred out into.the Moldes 
and beginning to congeale , appeareto bee ouer-. 
black or foulejand fhall not become white at the firft: 
in the fame Moldes, but fome fecical] part remaine 
' therein, 
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therein,then it muft be newe boyled with Lee in aff 
pointes vt fupra, tillitbee perfeGtly white. Alfo the 
clay mutt be potters clay,tempered like pappe in wa- 
ter,and the fame muftrunne through a Colander ful 
of holes vppon the bottome ofthe Suget loafe, for 
the foftnelfe ofthe Sugar will not fuffer the prefling 
downe ofany ftiffeclay. Thisreceiptthough happi+ 
ly.it want fome of the circumftances in the Arte of 

refining, yet it fhouldefeeme the matter of fub- 
ftaunceis firfficiently vnfolded herein.
